of consumption are bottled and so;d 
to the public. In the good old times 
if any such times ever existed, there

The 
bottle in size is with u& still, but tb 
glass is an inch thick and so narrow 
ed down on the inside that the bottle 
contains a pint instead of a quart 
which it is supposed- to represent.

They are labeled port 
and sherry; they are full to the bung 
bole, yet in tbem there is not one ta- 
blespoon of wine. They are a wretch- 
ed compound of something that is 
bad ana are. if used continually, pois- 
ons pure and simple. In any book 
store you can buy a pamphlet for ten 
cents that can tell you bow to manu- 
facture California port *and old Duff 
Gordon sherry. 


The finest sumptuary laws ever 


made in the state of 2few York were 
made by William Wmrldorf Astor, 
when several years ago he represented 
Rockland county in the senate of New 
York. He was an industrious legisla- 
tor and labored honestly night and 
day. not only for bis constituency but 
for the people. His immense fortune 
enabled him to call to his aid experts 
in chemistry, who furnished him with 
examples of food preparations con- 
sumed by tbe public at large. He 
found eight-tenths of them adulterat- 
ed.

Mystery shrouds the circumstances 
tending tbe death of Isaac K. Hen- 
derson, the West Lafayette young 
man who was found dying in a fash- 
ionable street m :Xew Brunswick, K. 
J., Friday morning with a bullet hole 
in bis bead. It is believed, however, 
inai. hard study had weakened hia 
mind. 


The story as it comes from the east 


is to tbe effect that Henderson called 
at the police station m New Bruns- 
wick early Thursday evening, and 
asked the night sergeant to take care 
of «125 and send it to his home. 
The 
sergeant advised him to telegraph the 
money and he went out. 
It is not 


known that te was seen afterward by 
anyone who knew him until early Fri- 
day morning when a sleighing party 
came 
upon 
the form of a man 


lying in 
the 
roadway near the 
residence 
of 
Dr. 
Jacob -Cooper. 


By 
bis 
side was a 
revolver of 


heavy calibre, and blood oozed from a 
wound in his beau above tbe right 
ear. He was taken to Wells hospital 
where be died. 
Henderson was fashionably dressed, 
and in bis pockets were a number of 
letters- Oae was addressed to D. B. 
Culbertson. of West Lafayette, ask 
ing him to pay bis debts, and contain- 
ing *13i. Another was addressed to 
"John and Wiii*>and warned them to 
shun a life of dissipation and immor- 
ality. 
Coroner A. L. Smith acting on tbe 
belief tb at John anc Will were rela- 
tives of the unfortunate man tele- 
graphed to John Henderson tbe first 
news of tbe tragedy received in West 
Lafayette. H% replied asking the cor- 
oner to embalm the body and turn it 
over to tbe undertaker who would ar- 
rive in New Brunswick as soon as a 
train could get him there. D. R. Cul- 
oertbon left Friday oiglit for the east, 
and will return with the body Mon- 
day.Isaas £L Henderson was known to 
everybody in Lafayette and to a, great 
many people in the county. His father 
was arowned near the Tnscarawas 
bridge during the great, flood" of 1384, 
and- uis brother was stricken down b> 
Ugbtning. 
His other brothers are 
;Jfian_an4~WjiU,_ih^ .farmer a school 
teacher andabe latter a student In 
West uafayecte college. Mrs. HenoV 
erson, his mother, is heartbroken over 
t&e acatt, ui her boy, and bis sister. 
Miss Myrtle, feels deeply the loss they 
have sustained. 
Henderson was a young man of good 
habits and was known as a hard stu- 
dent. He graduated from the West 
Lafayette high school and afterward 
from M.L. Union college at Alliance. 
Intent upon securing a thorough edu- 
cation be became a student at the 
Ohio Wesleyan university in De'a- 
ware 
where he 
completed 
the 
course in 
two 
years and 
train- 
ed 
popularity 
as 
a 
brilliant 
young man. He then went east and 
for a year was a student in Colombia 
college, Sew York. About tbe first 
of the year he entered Drew Theolog- 
ical seminary at Madison, US'. J.,where 
hia family oeheved him to be when 
they received the telegram announc- 
ing his death. 
Before entering college Henderson 


taught school at, West Lafayette and 
Avundale. He was ihen a hard work- 
ing student with high aims for a bril- 
lant future. It was bis purpose to 
push his way to the front, and as he 
did not command wealth he know his 
object could only be attained by his 
own efforts. He was a public speaker 
•f more than ordinary ability, and be- 
came well known throughout the 
county. 
If Henderson was a fast young man 


his friends in West Lafayette did not 
know it- He was absent the. greater 
part of tbe year, but he spent hi* va- 
cations at home and never gave cause 
for suspicion that he was any thing but 
a moral young man. The statement 
sent out from Delaware that be was a 
cigarette fiend and was once sent to 
an insane asylum is indignantly de- 
nied by his friends 
He was never 


known to smoke cigarettes m West 
Lafayette, and it it> argued that one 
accustomed to tbem could not entire- 
ly Ret away from the habit during the 
time Henderson spent at home. 
The reference to dissipation in tbe 
letter addressed to his brothers can 
only be taken by those who know him 
oest asevidence that bis niind bad be- 
come unbalanced by bard study. 
Toe theory that a woman is in tbe 


i case is ^ie!d by some people in West 
I Lafayette, but she is not of tbe usual 
" sort, they say. She is said to~ be a 
wealthy lady who saw in Henderson 
a strong man and who lias aided him 
liberally in bis college work. A spe- 
cial from Delaware says be was engag- 
ed to marry a lady in that city who is 
now prostrated w:tb grief.

It is a strange story and wbat the 


future may develop can only be con- i 
jeclured. Truth

The fight was stab- 
born and finally resulted in accepting 
the majority report- No plans for the 
future conduct of the party were made 
other than that the party would run 
its own affairs without the assistance 
of. tae Democrats.

The 
day was taken up by the conferring 
of the thirty-second degree, and a 
class of 254. the largest ever receiving 
the degree at one time, was put 
through the mysteries of the rank.

was in charge. The dav was then 
brought to a close wih a grand baa- 
quet in the Scottish Rite cathedral. 
During the convocation there were 
2,028 visitors and members registered. 


Cuban Reciprocity. 


Washington, Feb. 22.—The Cuban 


reciprocity problem was again before 
the Republican members of the ways 
and means committee, who were in 
private conference 
for two hours, 


then adjourning without reaching an 
agreement. It developed that an in- 
formal vote had been taken early in 
the conference, not on. any 
specific 


proposition, uut on general questions 
as to whether anything 
should 
be 


done, resulting in an expression, favor- 
able to action so long as existing 
American industries were not endan- 
gered by the extent of concessions.

Chicago, Feb. 22.—Dr. anil Mrs. Hi- 


ram Thomas of Chicago were refuser 
passports to visit the South African 
concentration camps by Secretary 
Hay of the state department. Dr. and 
Mrs. Thomas intended going to South 
Africa to distribute money for use o: 
the camp prisoners. Secretary Hay 
it i* stated, gave as his reason for re- 
fusing the passports that President 
Roosevelt wou.d object, and conse- 
quently would not make application 
for them to Lord PaunceTote.

The Park Avenue hotel will, it U 


believed, be a total loss. The Seventy- 
first regiment armory, a magnificent 
granite structure and one of the finest 
in the city, was destroyed. The car 
barns of the Metropolitan street mil- 


ay, on an adjoining corner, wer* 


threatened with destruction, .but tk« 
good work of the firemen succeeded In 
saving them. The armory occupied an 
entire block and was occupied also by 
ihe Second battery and the First «lg- 
nal corps. 


The fire was discovered bursting 


from a window of the armory on th« 
Thirty-fourth street side, and by the 
time the firemen arrived the flames 
had completely enveloped the building 
and appeared through the roof- Short- 
ly after the cartridges and ammuni- 
tion exploded. Shortly after 2 o'clock 
1,000 
pounds of powder in the cellar 


exploded, and the walls of the build- 
ing were thrown, outward. 


By this time the people living la the 


neighborhood had been driven from 
their homes by the heat and were 
sheltered in the car barns near by. 
Many narrow escapes were witnesesd 
and heroic work was done by firemen 
and spectators. 


The gnesta of the Park Avenue ho- 


tel, numbering 
atoont 
600, wer» 


aroused as quickly as posible. but not 
without panic among the women and 
children. 
The firemen poured 11 


streams upon the side of the hotel 
nearest the armory, but in spite of this 
the third floor caught fire and the 
flames, eating along the walls of the 
hotel, spread to the roof. The fire- 
men ran ladders up on every side and 
attempted, to work their way through 
the hotel, but were driven back by tb» 
dense volume of smoke again and 
again. 


A little after—3 o'clock the four 


upper floors of the hotel were a mass 
of Barnes and the fire was spreading 
rapidly down, through the structure. It 
was then apparent that the hotel was 
doomed. Notwithstanding the £act 
thsi everybody in the hotel had ample 
time to get out. a large number of 
women were carried down the ladders 
by firemen until it was thought every- 
body had been taken out- 


Just at this time a woman in bet 


night cloties appeared at a window 
in the fifth floor, and before warning 
could reach her. flung herself head- 
long to a portico over the main en- 
trance. It is believed that she will die. , 


Two bodies were found on the fifth 


floor by the firemen and two more ia 
other parts of the building. It i» 
feared several other bodies will be 
found in other parts of the building. 


At 4 o'clock Chief Croker, who had 


been inside the building, said that he 
believed a large number of dead were 
inside the halls and corridors.

The men who lost their lives are Bob- 
ert B. Elvee and Robert Cluth.
